Eco-Fascist Admits Global 
Warming is Not Man-Made

In 2000, James Hansen co¬ 
authored, Global warming in the twenty- 
first century: An alternative scenario 
which pointed out that “rapid warming in 
recent decades has been driven mainly 
by non-C02 greenhouse gases ... not 
by the products of fossil fuel burning, 
C02 and aerosols.” 

Thus Hansen concluded that it 
was not man-made C02 that was 
causing global warming. 

However, Hansen still claims 
that “the warming is at least in part a 
consequence of increasing 
anthropogenic greenhouse gases 
(GHGs)." Yet without evidence that 
global warming is caused by man, the 
assertion is purely conjecture. 

In April of this year, Hansen 
argued that “a flat-rate global tax is 
needed to force immediate cuts in fossil 
fuel use,” citing the UN's 
Intergovernmental Panel on Climate 
Change (IPCC) as authority. 

The climate change computer 
models used by the ICPP and Hansen 
are focused on “business as usual” 
scenarios, yet rapidly increasing GHGs 
has not been observed by 
environmental scientists across the 
globe. 

Scientists have concluded that 
Greenland glaciers are not melting with 
the veracity that climate change 
alarmists would have us believe 

In a study published in the 
journal Remote Sensing, co-author Dr. 
Roy Spencer reported that real data 
from NASA’s Terra Satellite completely 
contradicts the assumptions made by 
climate change alarmists. 

According to a press release, 
at the University of Alabama, Spencer 
said: “The satellite observations suggest 


there is much more energy lost to space 
during and after warming than the 
climate models show. There is a huge 
discrepancy between the data and the 
forecasts that is especially big over the 
oceans.” 

In the study by Hansen, he 
reiterates that: “Our estimates of global 
climate forcings indicate that it is the 
non-C02 GHGs that have caused most 
observed global warming.” 

Hansen's ignoring the empirical 
data is quite unscientific. 

James Hansen is now head of 
the NASA Goddard Institute for Space 
Studies. His views on man-made global 
warming reflect a near eco-Fascist 
perspective. 

Knowing this, 50 of NASA’s 
former scientists and astronauts came 
together to write a formal letter to 
Charles Bolden, NASA Administrator, 
demanding that Hansen be prohibited 
from “including unproven remarks” 
supporting global warming in the 
mainstream media, via the NASA 
website. 

Leighton Steward, critic of 
man-made global warming and author, 
heralds the scientists and astronauts for 
speaking out. “These American heroes, 
the astronauts that took to space and 
the scientists and engineers that put 
them there, are right to criticize NASA’s 
advocacy of an extreme and 
unsubstantiated position.” 

James Hansen is one of the 
most vocal of the climate change 
alarmists. Considering that he is lying 
about the effects of man on the earth’s 
temperature, he is also one of the most 
prevalent purveyors of propaganda in 
recent times.

Return of the birthers 

Like political kudzu, no matter 
how many times they have been 
destroyed, birthers keep coming back.

On the same day Breitbart.com 
produced the dramatic revelation that a 
promotional material from 1991 from 
Obama’s book said he was born in 
Kenya. 

Conservatives jumped to the 
conclusion that this shows Obama was 
born elsewhere. “The biography is one 
of numerous published reports as well 
as personal claims that Obama was 
born abroad, including the recent 







testimony of a Chicago-area postal 
worker who reported he was told by the 
parents of Bill Ayers that Obama was a 
foreigner,” writes WND. A postal worker 
who talked to Bill Ayers parents! That’s 
conclusive, proof, right?

Playboy slams open carry of 
firearms 

The June 2012 edition of 
Playboy features an article by Pat 
Jordan entitled “Armed & Dangerous: 
Has Gun Culture Gone Too Far?” 

Jordan, an admitted concealed 
[firearms] carrier and believer in self- 
defense rights, clearly has a problem 
with open carry. He stereotypes, 
generalizes, and often just plain gets it 
wrong. 

His primary theme is that he 
thinks open carry is all about “fantasy” 
fulfillment. He waxes poetically about 
macho imagery, invoking Wyatt Earp, 
Doc Holiday, Butch Cassidy, the 
Sundance Kid, and Dirty Harry. He also 
brings up the OK Corral and the Battle 
of the Bulge. And he returns repeatedly 
to this theme, growing ever more 
insulting each time. 

Jordan seemed to revel in 
categorizing those who open carry as 
“the Caspar Milquetoast set” of “average 
white guys.” In reality, open carry is as 
diverse as America itself and the only 
requirement to participate is a love of 
individual civil rights. 

He presents a number of 
incorrect facts concerning firearms, 
ammunition, and carry in general, 
apparently gleaned from comments from 
those he interviewed, I. These include: 

1) The 1911 is the hands-down gun of 
choice for open carriers. 

2) Hollowpoint ammunition is “exotic” 
and “finicky.” 

3) 45s are so powerful that they do not 
ever need to be loaded with hollowpoint 
ammunition. 

I have to believe that he knew 
these were not correct factual 
statements and was taking a not-so 
discreet jab at the intelligence of open 
carriers when he finished one section by 
noting cruelly that “aphorisms” are “what 
passes for truth” amongst open carriers. 

Like so many other reporters 
down through the years, he managed to 
get the number of states which allow 
open carry wrong as well. 

Open carry is available in one 
form or another in 43 states, not the “30- 
odd” states reported by Jordan. And 
this number will increase to 44 on 
November 1 of this year when the 


Oklahoma open carry bill becomes 
effective. 

Out of fairness however, he 
may have used the term “30-odd states” 
to refer to the 29 states which allow 
some form of open carry with no 
government permission required 
whatsoever. However, this ignores the 
14 states, soon to be 15 with the 
upcoming addition of Oklahoma, where 
legislators have made the public policy 
decision that permit holders should be 
allowed to carry openly or concealed as 
they see fit. 

In 28 states, there is no “open 
carry law” per-se. Rather, open carry is 
legal in these states because it has not 
been made illegal in much the same 
way that it is legal to wear a blue shirt 
because there is no law against it. But 
you don’t hear reporters going around 
talking about “blue shirt laws.” 

I always expect better of 
reporters covering what is, essentially, a 
legal topic. He does explain the 
difference somewhat when he turns to 
the genesis of the open carry movement 
but then goes right back to using “open 
carry laws” as a general term of art to 
refer to both the presence or lack-of 
open carry legislation. 

I suppose I can only sigh and 
move on ... 

Jordan finishes off his article by 
listing places where open carry 
demonstrations have occurred. He cites 
these as examples of times that the 
public has been “scared” by open 
carry. He mentions cases of people 
open carrying near the president “under 
the watchful eyes of the Secret Service.” 
I can assure you that, despite recent 
embarrassments, the Secret Service 
takes their job very seriously. Anyone 
open carrying at a presidential event will 
be staged in a “free-speech area” far 
away from the President and carefully 
watched. 

In truth, citizens and law 
enforcement alike both know that bad- 
guys do not invite the scrutiny from law 
enforcement that open carry can 
bring. As the FBI reported in a 2006 
study entitled “Violent Encounters: A 
Study of Felonious Assaults on Our 
Nation’s Law Enforcement Officers,” 
criminals go to great lengths to conceal 
their firearms, do not wear holsters, and 
do not open carry under any 
circumstances. 

Jordan wraps up with a litany 
of insults for us at OpenCarry.org, 
calling us a “liability”, “a wild card”, and 
the NRA’s “redheaded stepchild.” But I 
have always said that, so long as they 


report what you actually said ... and you 
didn’t say anything stupid, there is no 
such thing as bad publicity. 

Think about that ... We may 
not have finished our mission of 
normalizing open carry in every state, 
but we sure seem to have moved the 
bar a long way toward making 
concealed carry the new normal. And 
that’s not a bad place to start ... when 
you’re winning the culture war.

Scandal! Cities Pay Anti-gun 
Lobbyists

Cities around the country 
have created staff positions for 
lobbyists whose primary function is to 
drum up support for anti-gun 
legislation. Part of these lobbyists 
salaries are being paid by the Joyce 
Foundation, but benefits and support 
costs are being borne by the taxpayer. 

An associate of mine in 
Florida named Sean Caranna was 
doing some research for his grassroots 
rights organization, Florida Carry, Inc., 
when he came across an item on the 
agenda of the Orlando City Council for 
the renewal of a contract for a “Mayors 
Against Illegal Guns regional 
coordinator”. 

The Orlando grant is 
$60,000 from something called the 
United Against Illegal Guns Support 
Fund, which appears to be a front 
group of billionaire mayor of New York 
City Mike Bloomberg, the creator of 
MAIG. The Joyce Foundation provides 
the primary funding for Bloomberg’s 
“support fund” to the tune of $650,000 
in 2011 and at least $1,000,000 more 
in the previous 3 years. 

While the grant to Orlando 
pays the bulk of the regional 
coordinator's salary, the city is 
allocating $24,000 of citizen's money. 
The person tapped for the job is a 
woman who has worked as a regional

coordinator for the Brady Campaign 
Against Guns, and as a professional 
lobbyist for MAIG and other groups. 

Caranna found similar deals 
in other cities, including Seattle, 
Milwaukee, Columbus and 
Minneapolis. 

Some cities try to keep their 
participation on the down low by using 
initials or euphemistic titles and job 
descriptions for the pseudo-city 
employees. With more than a million 
and a half dollars granted to the project 
over the past 4 years by the Joyce 
Foundation alone, there has to be a 
money trail. We also know all 600 
mayors involved in MAIG and will be 
scouring the books of each of them. 

I'm asking all of the 
members of The Firearms Coalition 
and all of my readers to help us locate 
these taxpayer funded anti-rights 
lobbyists.

Alabama Adopts First Official 
State Ban on UN Agenda 21 

Late last month Alabama 
became the first state to adopt a law 
protecting private property and due 
process by prohibiting any government 
involvement with or participation in a 
controversial United Nations scheme 
known as Agenda 21. Activists from 
across the political spectrum celebrated 
the measure’s approval as a significant 
victory against the UN “sustainability” 
plot. 

"The State of Alabama and all 
political subdivisions may not adopt or 
implement policy recommendations that 
deliberately or inadvertently infringe or 
restrict private property rights without 
due process, as may be required by 
policy recommendations originating in, 
or traceable to 'Agenda 21,' " the law 
states, adding a brief background on the 


UN plan hatched at the 1992 “Earth 
Summit” in Rio de Janeiro. 

Of course, as the law points 
out, the UN has enlisted a broad array 
of non-governmental and inter¬ 
governmental organizations to foist 
Agenda 21 on the world — most notably 
a Germany-based group called ICLEI, 
formerly known as the International 
Council of Local Environmental 
Initiatives. But the new measure takes 
direct aim at that problem, too: “the 
State of Alabama and all political 
subdivisions may not enter into any 
agreement, expend any sum of money, 
or receive funds contracting services, or 
giving financial aid to or from” any such 
entities, as defined in Agenda 21 
documents. 

The U.S. Senate, of course, 
has never formally ratified Agenda 21. 
But the executive branch — in 
conjunction with accomplices at the 
international, state, and local levels — 
has for two decades been quietly 
attempting to impose the plan on 
Americans by stealth, mostly using 
deceptive terms like “Smart Growth” and 
“Green.” Proponents of the global 
scheme consistently threaten that states 
seeking to protect citizens from the UN 
plot could end up losing some federal 
funds. 

Across America, Tea Party 
groups, liberty-minded Democrats, 
libertarians, and a broad coalition of 
activists have been turning up the heat 
on Agenda 21. Tennessee, for example, 
adopted a bipartisan state resolution 
slamming the UN scheme as an 
“insidious” and “socialist” plot that is 
completely at odds with American 
traditions of limited government, 
individual freedom, private property, and 
self-governance under the Constitution. 

A bill similar to Alabama’s 
seeking a complete ban on Agenda 21 
and unconstitutional UN “sustainability” 
efforts in Arizona was approved 
overwhelmingly in the state Senate, but 
died in the state House before a final 
vote could be taken. New Hampshire is 
reportedly working on a bill to ban 
Agenda 21 that sailed through the state 
House last month. 

Meanwhile, local governments 
across America — under intense 
pressure from citizens and activist 
groups — are slowly awakening to what 
critics call the “dangers” of the UN 
scheme. Dozens of cities and counties 
have withdrawn from ICLEI in recent 
years. 

The UN, however, is doubling 
down on its controversial plan. In June, 
governments from all over the world will 
be meeting in Rio de Janeiro for the so- 
called “Conference on Sustainable 


Development” — known as Rio+20 for 
short. According to documents released 
by the global body, the summit, headed 
by Chinese Communist Sha Zukang, will 
be seeking to dramatically transform 
human civilization under the guise of 
environmentalism. 

Production, education, 

consumption, individual rights, and even 
people’s thoughts will all be targeted 
under the global plan to create a so- 
called “green economy,” the UN 
admitted. But with the tidal wave of 
opposition in America growing stronger 
every single day, analysts expect fierce 
U.S. opposition — if not from the 
Obama administration, at least from the 
increasingly outraged citizenry.

In a recent alert, the 
organization Partners in Health warns 
us, “When the rains came last year, the 
number of cholera cases nearly tripled 
from 18,908 in April to 50,405 in June. 
This year could be worse, but it doesn't 
need to be.” This fear has already 
become truth, however: with another 
rainy season drenching the country, 
cholera is again on the rise.

The F-35 Joint Task Force 
Fighter - the Most Expensive 
Weapon Ever

The F-35 Joint Strike Fighter (JSF) is 
slated to be the mainstay of the US 
Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps - at a 




lifetime cost of nearly $1.51 trillion, more 
than any weapon in history. 

Each F-35 is now estimated to 
cost $160 million, assuming that it will 
not face major design changes. Yet 
"much of its developmental and 
operational testing remains and the risk 
of future design changes is significant," 
the Government Accountability Office 
(GAO) recently warned. 

According to the GAO, the 
procurement funding needed for the F- 
35 is "enough to fund the remaining 
procurement costs of the next 15 largest 
programs." 

There is an alternative, 
however - the FA-18 E/F Super Hornet. 
Hundreds of billions of taxpayer dollars 
can be saved by replacing the most 
expensive and troublesome variants of 
the F-35 - the Navy and Marine variants 
- with Super Hornets (the Air Force 
variant appears to be substantially 
cheaper than the other two). 

While the Super Hornets lack 
the F-35's stealth, the military does not 
need this capability on all of its planes - 
the Air Force has stealthy F-22 fighters 
and its own variant of the F-35, as well 
as the B-2 stealth bomber and a 
planned long-range bomber, not to 
mention the possibility of stealthy 
drones. 

Otherwise, Super Hornets have 
many capabilities that rival the F-35. 
The F/A-18 has "established an 
extraordinary record in operations 
around the globe, in combat, under all 
kinds of conditions," according to Adm. 
John Harvey, commander of US Fleet 
Forces Command. And, despite the 
recent crash in Virginia Beach, the 
plane's mishap rate is, "as low as it's 
ever been in naval aviation," according 
to Rear Adm. Ted Branch, commander 
of Naval Air Force Atlantic. 

Combine this with the fact that 
the Pentagon can buy three Super 
Hornets for the price of one F-35 Navy 
or Marine variant, which cost six times 
as much to fly as a Super Hornet and 
the choice is easy. 

The time has come for 
Congress and the Pentagon to stop 
believing that the F-35 program, in its 
current form of producing three variants, 
will ever deliver the capabilities it 


promised at a price taxpayers can afford 
and start considering viable options. Our 
economic and military security demands 
it. — truth-out.org News Analysis19 May

US military using light-weight 
mini-drones 

The US military has issued 
soldiers in Afghanistan with a drone 
known as the Switchblade, which can be 
carried in a backpack and used in place 
of an air strike. 

The Switchblade, 

manufactured by the AeroVironment 
Corporation in Monrovia, California, 
weighs just under six pounds and can 
be rapidly launched to circle above the 
battlefield before being sent to zero in 
on the enemy - usually the chest or 
head of an enemy combatant. 

Like larger Predator or Reaper 
drones, the unmanned Switchblade is 
flown by a "pilot" who monitors the flight 
from a video screen. The Switchblade 
can loiter above the target before being 
sent in to strike. It typically flies far lower 
than other drones, often less than 500 ft 
above the ground and is highly 
manoeuvrable, allowing it to circle in on 
a fixed or fleeing target. 

The Switchblade is designed 
for use by small ground units who need 
to attack nearby targets - snipers, 
rebels on a rooftop or an ambush the 
next ridge over. 

Arms control groups and peace 
activists see the new weaponry as at 
best controversial. Bruce Gagnon, the 
co-ordinator of the Global Network 
Against Weapons and Nuclear Power in 
Space, said it would not be long before 
the drones were being used 
domestically. 

In February 2010 the US 
Army's Redstone Arsenal asked 
potential suppliers to provide the "cost 
per system for quantities of 500, 2,000 
and 20,000 units". 

While drone strikes from fixed- 
wing aircraft have a chain of command, 
with multiple steps to avoid civilian 
casualties or friendly fire casualties, 
these ultra-light, portable drones bring 
the decision to kill down to the level of 
platoon commander or even individual 
soldier. 


According to Gagnon, the 
advent of the small drone is another 
step in the military's bid to have battle 
fought by robots. "It gives them two very 
valuable results, it lessens the price, as 
a drone is much cheaper than an F-16, 
and secondly it takes increasingly less 
people on the battlefield. "It is easier to 
sell endless war when fewer GIs are 
coming home in bodybags." 

"Technology is moving at 
lightning speed and policy is moving at 
glacial speed," said PW Singer, the 
author of Wired for War, a critical 
analysis of the military use of robotic 
technologies. "This tech is proliferating, 
with more than 50 countries now 
building, buying and using military 
robotics. The cat is already out of the 
bag."

The “religion of peace” 

Three suicide bomb attacks on 
churches has rocked the northern 
Nigerian state of Kaduna, killing at least 
21 people and wounding about 100, 
officials said. 

The first two blasts targeted 
churches in the city of Zaria, police said. 
A third blast hit a church in Kaduna. 

Churches have been 
increasingly targeted by violence in 
Nigeria. Last weekend, a suicide 
bomber detonated explosives outside a 
church in central Nigeria and gunmen 
attacked another church in the north¬ 
east, killing at least six people and 
wounding dozens of others. 

Police arrested one of the 
bombers who survived. They declined to 
say who police suspected might be 
responsible, though the radical Islamist 
sect Boko Haram has claimed similar 
church attacks in the past. More than 
560 people have been killed in violence 
blamed on the sect this year alone, 
according to an Associated Press count.
